Labor-Savers Help 
New Dairy Farmer 


Collis Free of Kinston, 


Rt. 1 is new in the dairy 
business -- having started 
early this year -- but he 
was quick to latch on to 


some new labor - saving 
ideas, 

Free bought a 50-cow 
herd and started milking 
about the first of January, 
He soon found that his short 
labor supply meant that he 
must find some labor sav- 
ing devices, 

He reasoned that if feed 
could be augered satisfact- 
orily from an outside stor- 
age bin to feed broilers, 
the same method could be 
used to move feed to his 
cows, 

Free bought an 8 1/2 
ton capacity metal storage 
bin and placed it on a con- 
crete slab just outside the 
dairy barn, Thebinis filled 
through the top from a 
portable feed mixer that 
mixes the feed, An auger 
comes out the bottom of the 
bin and augers feed through 
a 4-inch pipe that extends 
overhead the length of the 
milking parlor, 

exible tubes from the 
overhead pipe to each of 
six feeding troughs, Slid- 
ing discs atthe bottom ends 
of the tubes can be moved 
back and forth to control the 
emptying of feed in each 


The last extended tube 
is run through a metal con- 
tainer that holds about 20 
pounds of feed, An auto- 
matically controlled switch 
is located inside this feed 
container that is turned 
off as feed reaches a cer- 
tain depth. When feed is 
emptied from this con- 
tainer into the last trough, 
the auger is automatically 
started and all tubes fill 
with feed before it cuts

REMEMBER CHICKEN 

When purchasing chick- 
en the question with most 
homemakers is how best 
to suit family meal plans 
and the food hudget.

For example, if 
whole fryers are selling 
for 33¢ per pound, cost 


per serving would be 24,8¢ 


while the chicken breast 
costing 60¢ per pound the

EGGS 

The other day a friend 
of mine, Peggy Bowden, and 
I were discussing the cor- 
rect cooking methods of 
eggs, But before correct 
method of cooking takes 
place, you'll need fresh 
eggs. So here are some 
tips, To protect the high 
quality of the eggs you 
buy, keep them cold, Avoid 
leaving them in a hot car-- 
or in a hot kitchen for any 
length of time, Extreme 
variations in temperature, 
or lengthy exposure tohigh 
temperatures can lower the 
quality of eggs. Store eggs 
with the big end up in the 
refrigerator. Also, store 
them in the carton in which 
you bought them, For the 
best flavor and _ cooking 
quality, use eggs a week 
after purchase. After long 
storage they may get an 
“‘off flavor’’ and lose some 
of their thickening and 
leavening power. 


APPLES 

To get the most from 
the fresh apples you buy, 
keep them cool, Apples kept 
at room temperature lose 
their fresh crisp quality. 
They keep best at 30 to 
32 degrees Fahrenheit with 
85 to 90 per cent humidity. 
So, if you can, buy them 
from refrigerated displays
